• Lack of vehicle turning space for a ramp on the north end.

• Shallow water in center and north end of bay would require a 
long ramp (must reach elevation 6,220’).

• Central pier or ramp would displace some beach use.

• Ramp near center of beach may require additional dredging to 
address sand deposition.

• Pier or ramp cannot be located near stream mouth.

• Pier or ramp should not disrupt existing uses at the Kehlet
Mansion.

• Floating marinas (in lake) and buoy fields are not allowed; a 
small number of buoys could be permitted.
